Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 9-14, 17, 20-21 and 23-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The most relevant 
prior art of reference are Publications '699 and '987, respectively. The prior art of record 
does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed invention. There is no teaching 
in the art to produce neither the indium phosphide crystal product nor the method for 
manufacturing indium phosphide that is now claimed. However, they do not teach nor 
fairly suggest singularly or in any combination thereof a teaching of an indium 
phosphide crystal with a low dislocation density and a dopant concentration obtained by 
the instant method. None of the cited references teach or suggest the use of iron, tin, 
zinc or sulfur as a dopant for reducing dislocation densities or having crystals with a 
diameter of 100 mm or more, as stated in the instant invention. There is no motivation in 
the art to change the prior art's teaching of to arrive at the instantly claimed product and 
process.
